These six men 
were locked in, just on three days a week they were 
allowed to take a walk and I could talk them, Than they 
were shaved and I thought, that they were the poeple 

for the double-stove. I gave one of them a suit and 

in the morning I went over. "Hauptscharfiihrer" ROTH ordered 
the chamber, where I had my clothing, to be cleared out. 
He found them with one of them. He was a Czech, 25 years 
old and had worked with me, 


How were these poeple executed? 
I saw LIGRUBER personally when they were executed,

You said that you saw a telegram signed by KALTENBRUNNER 
containing orders to kill 80 Czechs. When did this happen? 


At the time of the HEYDRICH Affair in the middie of 
Augus t 1942 . 


Is that the time when 22 Russian officers were shot? 


Yes. 


How many of them were shot by Dr RICHTER 7 


Five or six men. 


Where were these people when they were shot? 


Five or six were shot by Dr RICHTER in the refrigerator- 
room. Some of them were still alive in the refrigerator- 
room after the execution. In the same way ZIEREIS and 
STRAUSS also shot five or six each in the refrigerator-roome 


Where were you when this happened? 


I was in the refrigerator-room. 


You saw all this with your own eyes? 


Yes. 


Can you tell us what happened one day at 7 o'clock 
in the year 1944, as a hearse came from WIENER-NEUSTADT? 


A hearse came from WIENER-NEUSTADT and in the presence 
of Obersturmfuehrer SCHULZ we had to take out a coffin. 
We had to bring this coffin into the crematory at once 
and put it into the furnace..The furnace had not been 
heated. Therefore, we had to heat the furnace after 

the coffin was already inside the furnace. SCHULZ was 
present smoking a cigarette and then he went out into 
the yard for a moment. He said: “Nobody is allowed 

to go near the coffin". I was curious, because everthing 
was done so mysteriously and the coffin was so heavy too. 
I, therefore, opened the door of the furnace and as I 
wanted to break open the coffin I succeeded in opening 
the lid of the coffin just a little. I saw a tall stout 
man, dressed in German police-uniform..At the same 
moment I had to close the coffin again, because SCHULZ 
came back.. SCHULZ remained standing near the furnace. 

As the fire increased, he asked me whether I heard 
anything. I said: " Yes, the wind howls".

From SCHULZ's question I concluded that there was 
the possibility that the man in the coffin was not 
dead and SCHULZ only asked to know whether I heard

Ich wurde am 21 Dezember 1908 in Graz, Österreich, geboren, 
Ioh wurde am 21 Márz 1959, weil ich als Arbeiter nach Deutschland 
verweigert hatte ins Konzentrationslager eingelieferte In Mauthau- 
sen wurde ich gegen meinen freien Willen als Heitzer im Krematorium 
gezwungen, Meine Arbeit bestand darin, die Leichname gleich nach 
der Exeoution, aus dem Executionsrau gu holen. Ich hatte auch 
das Blut vom Boden des Executionsraumes wegzuwaschen, half die
